DIT.LES, who returned only 
last night from a vacation in 
the Bahamas, faced almost cer­ 
tain questioning not only about 
that action but also about pos­ 
sible new cease-fire moves and 
the entire F ar Eastern situation 
at a closed hearing this after­ 
noon before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 
The hearing was called to" 
consider 
the 
mutual 
defense 
pact signed Dec. 2 between this 
country and Nationalist China 
under which the United States 
pledged its aid “in accordance 
with 
its 
constitutional

should attack Formosa or the 
nearby Pescadores Islands. 
How much additional Nation­ 
alist-held territory this country 
might consider necessary to the 
defense of those main islands is 
one of the questions raised by 
the evacuation of the Red-men­ 
aced Taehens. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT 
said Nationalist Leader Chiang 
Kai-shek asked and got U. S. 
aid in the evacuation, designed 
to shorten defense lines. But he 
did not get the public assurance 
he aiso had sought for an Amer­ 
ican pledge to defend Quemoy 
and the Matsu Islands against 
any Communist attack. 
Quemoy and the Matsus are 
located near the Olina mainland, 
opposite 
major 
ports 
which 
might well be assembly areas for 
any invasion of Foimosa. On 
that basis, it was believed that 
the United States would help 
meet 
any massive 
attack on 
either Quemoy or the Matsus. 
but in view’ of fiossihle changing 
conditions, a public commitment 
was avoided.

andra Roos. Her body was found 
in the Santa Monica mountains 
two weeks ago. 16 days after she 
had disappeared. 
Sheriff’s detectives said Me­ 
loche admitted throttling Miss 
Roos. Sheriff’s Lf. Al W. Etzel 
and Sgt. Ray T. Hopkinson said 
Meloche told them: 
“She (Miss Roos I didn't like 
me. She kept pestering my wife 


to take our children and come 
and live with her. She was mak­ 
ing a slave out of my wife. I 
decided to tell her to stay away 
from me. Meloche also admitted 
that he owed Miss Roos $5,000. 
Saturday night Meloche led 
sheriffs deputies to the spot in 
the nearby Santa Monica moun­ 
tains where "Miss Roos’ body had 
been found by persons looking 
over property in the area. The 
Detectives said Meloche told of 
meeting Miss Roos the night of 
Jan. 7 as she alighted from a 
streetcar at a Los Angeles inter­ 
section.

HALEM MADE the statement 
at a news conference for Leban­ 
ese 
journalists,

Egypt. Leader* of eight Arab 
states wound up last night a 
heated 16-day defense conference 
—called by Egypt to block the 
Iraqi-Turkoy 
treaty — without 
agreeing on a final communique. 
Egypt thus lost the fight to unite 
Arab states behind a neutralist 
policy. 
Salem said the Arab world is 
now at a crossroads but declared 
the crisis is not an lraqi-Egyp- 
tian contest for Arab leadership 
as some have described it. It is, 
he said, a debate to agree on uni­ 
fied Arab policy on Middle East 
defense. 
WHILE IRAQ advocates for­ 
mation of regional pacts with 
foreign countries, Egypt’s policy 
is to try to strengthen the Arab 
Security Pact as a power capable 
of defending the Middle East 
without losing Arab sovereignty 
through 
links 
w i t h 
foreign 
powers, said. 
“But w e'failed to learn the 
viewpoints of other Arab states.” 
Lhe added. 
“We did not learn 
whether other states were hack­ 
ing Iraq or Egypt and that is 
why we failed to announce any 
statement after the conference.” 
There wore indications other 
Arab states in addition of Iraq 
were inclined eventually to join 
up with Turkey, and indirectly 
with the western powers, be­ 
cause of their growing fear of 
possible Soviet aggression. 
EVEN SOME EGYPTIAN of­ 
ficials 
admitted 
privately 
the 
meeting had been a sharp defeat 
(or Egypt and a blow’ at her 
leadership of the league. 
It 
was a victory for Iraq’s 
tough little anti-Communist pre­ 
mier. Nuri said, whose Chandler 
of Deputies gave him a unani­ 
mous vote of confidence in Bagh­ 
dad last night after he said em­ 
phatically he would complete the 
defense treaty with Turkey in 
spite of Egypt. 
Nuri had refused to come to 
the Cairo meetings, saying he 
was ill. He bluntly told the con­ 
ference delegation which flew to 
Baghdad that Iraq, as a neighbor 
of Russia, must ally herself with 
Turkey because the Arab states 
were too weak to defend them ­ 
selves alone.

Marines Go 
Ashore for 
Patrol Job 
No Interference 
By Reds Reported 


Taipeh, Formosa. Feb. 7 (At— 
A formidable U. S. Navy task 
force stood protectively around 
the Communist-threatened 
Ta- 
chens today covering the evacua­ 
tion of some 30,000 Chinese Na­ 
tionalists troops and civilians— 
while two Red torpedo boats 
cruised 17 miles away. 
A patrol party of U. S. Marines 
went ashore. 
The evacuation was well under­ 
way tonight. Reports from the 
American ships were hours be­ 
hind those reaching this Nation­ 
alist capital, but they indicated 
there was no Communist inter­ 
ference. 
Low’ clouds dimmed the rocky 
shore. 
There was no sign of activity 
on Communist-hcld Yikiangshan, 
eight miles to the north of upper 
Tachen island. 
Associated Press correspondent 
Jim Becker, aboard the flagship 
Estes anchored off the Taehens, 
reported “the Communist tor­ 
pedo boats were spotted by air, 
but officers aboard the Estes said 
it is customary’ to see them in 
: that area’.” 
The torpedo boats made no 
sign of moving southward. 
Helicopters were hovering over 
the fleet. Signal blinkers flashed 
in the dim light. 
Becker had sent this earlier 
report: 
“Cruisers and d e s t r o y e r s 
bobbed at anchor in the choppy 
blue-green waters, within sight 
of the low, brown and craggy is­ 
lands. 
“Nationalist and U. S. mine­ 
sweepers combed a path through 
waters known to be infested with 
Communist-strewn mines, while 
underwater 
demolition 
teams 
probed the icy, angry waters for 
mines, obstructions and the ruins 
of wrecked ships.
